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AUTOMOBILE INSPECTION TO BEGIN FRIDAY 
B 
EGINNING Friday, Pennsylvania will inaugurate the new sys­ 
tem of compulsory inspection of automobiles. 
Owners must 
submit their cars to approved testing stations during the three 
months ending March 31. Those which fail to meet require­ 
ments will receive no windshield sticker and will be barred from 
the highways for the next ensuing quarter. 
The second inspec­ 
tion period will start on July 1 and extend to September 30. 
Cars then found in an unsafe mechanical condition will lose the 
freedom of the highways until the end of 1932. 
This is almost 
equivalent to a year-round establishment of inspection stations. 
The current year established a moratorium on the necessity for 
having one's automobile probed for faults, the interregnum re­ 
sulting from the change in the law which set forth new dates. 
The three essentials for safe driving, according to Com­ 
missioner Eynon, are brakes, windshield wipers and lights. No­ 
body car quarrel with the apparent purpose of the Highway De­ 
partment to insist upon strict observance of intelligent regulation. 
But there lurks ever the possibility of causing unnecessary in­ 
convenience to operators. Inspections twice a year will double 
the prob em of the former arrangement, though the fact that 
in each case the examination may be spread over three months 
may mitigate some of the annoyance. 
Another side of the question concerns the selections of of­ 
ficial stations. 
About 7500 owners of commercial garages have 
applied for appointment throughout the state. 
About 35 per 
cent have already been rejected for failure to come up to speci­ 
fications. 
Thus the law requires, not only an inspection of cars, 
but also an inspection of shops in which it is proposed to inspect 
the cars. 
These plans increase disturbingly the possibility of patron­ 
age and favoritism for political ends suggests the Philadelphia 
. Inquirer. 
Mr. Eynon denies that any such partiality will be 
shown. 
He declares that every applicant will have a square deal. 
It is sincerely hoped that he will succeed In impressing this fact 
upon all subordinates. For it should not be forgotten that every 
increase in the government power to meddle brings in its wake 
of* encroachment upon individual liberties the overhead of “in­ 
spections. ” Paternalism tends to overdo the inspection business. 
In order to justify this expansion of administrative machin­ 
ery, the Bureau of Motor Vehicles at Harrisburg will have to 
prove that it is actually ridding the highways of derelicts and 
the two extremes of illumination defects— the half-lighted and 
the dazzingly over-lighted.

REPUBLICAN WOMEN AND THE WORLD COURT 
When members of the gentler sex go after anything in earnest 
they usually get what they want. The announcement that the Republi­ 
can women of the country intend to make a drive for the ratification of 
our participation in the World Court is certain to arouse fresh interest 
in the subject in Washington. 
It is proposed to organize a national committee of these women 
for the purpose of petitioning the Senate to take action on the three 
pending protocols which will allow the entry of the United States into 
the Court. The promoters of the movement say 
that the question 
is not whether we shall agree to participate in the work of the Court— 
because that was favorably decided in 1926—but it is whether the pend­ 
ing proticois satisfy the reservations made by the Senate at that time. 
The Department of State, which is responsible for matters of this 
kind, says that they do. When President Hoover authorized the signing 
of these protocols he made it clear that he favored entering the Court. 
Indeed, that has become the acknowledged official Republican policy. It 
has had the support of Presidents Harding, Cooiidge and Hoover, and 
has been furthered, as far as possible, by their Secretaries of State. The 
present Chief Justice of the United States served on this international 
bench and afterward declared that it was "the absolute minimum of in­ 
telligent effort for the promotion of w orld peace.” Mr. Cooiidge, who was 
never given to overstatement, said: "It is for the generation which saw 
and survived to devise measures of prevention. If we fail in this we 
shall deserve the disasters which will surety be visited upon us because of 
our failure.” 
In view of these statements it is evident that the Republican wo­ 
men are performing a public service in the attempt to secure action on 
this long-delayed movement to put this country in a position where it 
can do its part in trying to halt wars and rumors of wars.

through the Mayor’s Relief Com­ 
mittee even to the skit and pepper, 
while the work of making this into 
soup to be delivered to those re­ 
questing it through the large num* 
her of depots throughout the city 
is done at the Jameson Memorial 
hospital. 
Made At Hospital 
Here two big caldrons in the hos­ 
pital kitchen we kept steaming from 
4 o’clock in the morning, until ten- 
thirty, as the life-sustaining stew is 
produced under the expert direction 
of the hospital chef and dieticians. 
One man is employed at the hos­ 
pital to do nothing else but super­ 
vise the making of this soup, and it 
is almost a Continuous process, re­ 
quiring about 17 out of 24 hours of 
the day. 
The first thing in the morning the 
meat is put on, seasoning added, and 
it is boiled. When thoroughly cook­ 
ed, the meat is removed from the 
bones, and they are cracked open 
and again put on to boil, after which 
the vegetables are added and cooked 
with the stock which has been made. 
The meat in the meantime, has been 
run through a meat grinder, and 
this is added. 
At 10:30 in the morning, the soup 
is finished and ready to be distrib­ 
uted. It is placed in big cans and 
loaded cm trucks where under the 
supervision of the Salvation Army, 
it is given to those making applica-

Senator Wagner Urges “Abandonment Of Breadline A"d 
Rejection Of The Handout” In Favor Of Nation- 
Wide Solution

* The time has come for 
us, 
as 
civilized men and women, to aban- 
>n the breadline and to reject the 
landout as the solution of the prob- 
4em of unemployment. 
It is universally recognized that 
¡the obligation rests upon society to 
make sure that the unemployed do 
not go cold and hungry. The alter­ 
native is between charity and un­ 
employment insurance or reserves. 
.When I weigh the effect of charity 
upon character and morale, I have 
ho hesitation in making my choice 
Jn favor of insurance. 
, Compulsory insurance should pro­ 
vide incentives for the stabilization 
of employment and should protect 
the mobility of the worker and his 
freedom of action. 
The individual company system, in 
which benefits depended upon time 
Of employment in a particular estab- 


liahraent and where benefits were 
forfeited with loss of employment, 
had the tendency to fasten the em­ 
ploye to his job and to destroy his 
willingness to change his employ­ 
ment even whertf it would be con­ 
ductive to his self-improvement. 
The advantage of having unem­ 
ployment insurance statewide and 
nationwide is that it can be arrang­ 
ed to have the benefits follow the 
worker from job to job. 
If there is danger to the 
labor 
movement in a system of unemploy­ 
ment insurance, it arises out of the 
system of voluntary company 
re­ 
serves which reduces the employe’s 
quitting power and weakens his bar­ 
gaining power. An established sys­ 
tem of compulsory unemployment 
insurance would give the labor un­ 
ions a real stake in the management 
of business, an object to see that it 
was administered in the interest of 
justice and fair play.

CandlepowerOfLights Outlook 
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During the budget making meet­ 
ing of councilmen and officials-elect 
when the cost of illuminating the 
streets of the city was discussed 
Councilman * Stanley Treser pre 
sented a plan which, according to 
Treser, would lower the cost ma 
terially. However, Louis Round, vice 
president of the Pennsylvania Pow­ 
er company, said it would be impos­ 
sible without changing equipment 
to put through the entire plan. Un­ 
der the five years contract, which 
expires in 1935, the changing of 
equipment would be a considerable 
expense. 
According to Treser *s plan, it would 
leave the 960 lights of 250 candle- 
power the same candlepower but 
cut down the candlepower of all the 
rest of the lights. Washington street 
lights would be decreased from 1,000 
to 600 candlepower which would 
change the rate per year per light 
from $95 to $75. 
The 250 candlepower lights now 
cost the city $37.50; 66 pendants, 
$65 each; 600 ornamental overhead, 
$70 each; 600 candlepower, orna­ 
mental poets, $75 each; 1,000 candle- 
power ornamental lamps, $95 each. 
The lights in Liberty and Cherry 
streets and Long avenue cost $75 
each a year and Mahoning avenue 
luct $37.50 each per year. 
equipment on high candle- 
power lights is not suitable for 250 


candlepower lights, it is reported. 
According to company officials the 
line current passes directly through 
the lamp in the 250 size, requiring 
an entirely different hookup from 
that of the 600 size. 
In the 600 candlepower size the 
line current is passed through a 
small transformer on top of the 
pole. The wires to the lamp are the 
only low voltage and are passed 
down the pole to the mast arm en­ 
tering in a loop to the lamp to per­ 
mit easy replacement. 
It would require very material 
changes In construction, it Is said. 
However, 1,000 candlepower lights 
can be reduced to 600 candlepower 
or 600 candlepower to 400 candle- 
power but the change from high to 
low, 1,000 to 400 candlepower, again 
involves a change of equipment, it 
is said. 
The contract with the Pennsyl­ 
vania Power company was made for 
five years and expires in 1935. The 
exact number of lights In thg eity, it 
is reported, is 1617 and the contract 
calls for a minimum of 1300. By 
reducing the candlepower it might 
be possible to effect a saving of per 
haps $7.500 to $10,000 annually, it 
is repealed. 
The new schedule of decreased 
candlepower asked by city coun­ 
cil will be presented by Vice Presi­ 
dent Louis Round some time this 
week for consideration of council.

Activities which are also open 
to all for a minimum of cost wher­ 
ever there is water. 
5. Protection—Learning to swim 
is the surest way to prevent acci- 


dental death by drowning and in 
addition toe development of watte* 
manship ability offers toe possible 
opportunity of saving to t life 
of 
o w n . 
6. Locomotion—emphasised as one 
of toe Important ways of man to 
overcome the disadvantages of nat­ 
ural barriers in toe form of rivers 
and lakes. 
A desirable locomotive 
skill for many reaeooz. 
For these reasons, which are found 
In popular literature, swimming and 
diving are vigorously promoted.

Dr. Robert G. Ferguson was 
the fifth leader, serving from 1884 
until 1906. Dr. Robert M. Russell 
was president from 1906 until 1915. 
Dr. W. Charles Wallace became 
president hi 1916 and served until

ed cars. 
Accidents from these causes have 
been on the increase in the past few 
months hi this city according 
to 
Chief of Police Horner and if proper 
care was taken, especially cm the 
part of those on foot, such accidents 
could be almost entirely eliminated 
Pedestrians should crew streets 
only at regular Intersections, accord­ 
ing to the chief and if there should 
be a real necessity for crossing be­ 
tween intersections, there should be 
every posible precaution taken by 
the pedestrians to avoid an acci­ 
dent. Motorists should, accoiding 
to the chief, have their cars under 
control at all times as to practically 
make such accidents as previously 
mentioned 
almost 
impossible 
In 
fact according to Chief Horner, ii 
both the motorists and pedestrians 
would exercise as much care in the 
use of the streets as they do ordin­ 
arily in m atte» of business oi in 
ordinary affai» of life, many of the 
accidents now occuring would not 
be possible.

'Shot In Arm” Will 
Restore Your "Pep

NEW ORLEANS. Dec. 30.—Visions 
of the day when the “boss” may re­ 
store the maximum “high pressure” 
to his sales force every morning by 
giving each salesman a “shot in the 
arm” were held up today before the 
zoology section of the American As­ 
sociation for the advancement of 
science. 
The “shot in the arm” win consist 
of a solution of the hormone pro­ 
duced by the Cortex of the adrenal 
glands, which perch like hats atop 
the kidneys. 
Experiments conducted by Pro­ 
fessor Frank A, Hartman, of the 
Department of Physiology. Univer­ 
sity of Buffalo, have demonstrated 
that all sorts of fatigue due to over­ 
work. social strains, or excessive ex­ 
ercise, may be eradicated by injec­ 
tions of the hormone, “cortin,” into 
the muscles or veins of victims. 
“We have shown.” Dr. Hartman 


said, “that cortin is intimately re» 
la ted to the functions of 
muscle, 
nervous tissue and kidneys. 
Per­ 
haps when other tissues are inves­ 
tigated they will be found to be just 
as directly concerned. 
“It is difficult to explain these 
effects through the primary action 
on any one function of the body. 
Cortin, therefore, seems to be neces­ 
sary for the activity of the various 
tissues of the body. 
We suggest that it may be a gen­ 
eral tissue hormone.” 
Difficulties in 
obtaining 
large 
quantities of the hormone by present 
methods will prevent the wide use 
Of the hormone injections to over­ 
come the fatigues of modern lift 
These difficulties are reflected di­ 
rectly in the cost of the injections. 
At present the cost is so great that 
the hormone is used only when pa­ 
tients are dying from lack of the 
hormone, due usually to *h«etae at 
the glands.

TWENTY-TWO 
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Prohibition Test Will Be 
Made On One Vote Only, 
Says Rep Rainey 
- 
MAY FORCE VOfE 
USING PETITION

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—Aroused 
by decision of the Democratic lead­ 
ership to limit the forthcoming pro­ 
hibition test to one vote, thus in all 
probability preventing action on a 
beer bill, house wets today voiced 
demands for a vote on both beer 
and resubmission of the 18th amend­ 
ment. 
Statement of Rep. Rainey of Illi­ 
nois, Democratic leader, that the 
showdown would be limited to one 
of the two major prohibition issues 
proved a heavy blow to the wets. 
May Force Vote. 
After a fight lasting for years, the 
wete finally wen the chance to 
place members of the house on rec­ 
ord on prohibition through adoption 
of liberalized rules. 
f 
Under the rules, 145 members may 
force a vote on the question of call­ 
ing a bill from the committee. 
The wets, already organizing, plan 
to bring to the house floor a re- 
submission of the 18th amendment 
in the form of a referendum, and 
also a 2.75 per cent beer bill. 
The rules provide that a bill, or 
related bill, may be brought before 
the house but once under the liber­ 
alized rules. Rainey holds that this 
means but one prohibition vote. 
He believes the test should come 
on resubmission. 
“That is contran' to our under­ 
standing when the rules were liber­ 
alized.“ said Rep. Schneider <R> of 
Wisconsin. 
“We understood that 
one vote could be had cm resubmis­ 
sion and one on modification. 
Dissension Looms. 
“If the Democratic leadership at­ 
tempts to prevent a vote on modi­ 
fication of the Volstead act by this 
congress they will face internal dis­ 
sension.“ said Schneider. 
Rep. Dyer (R) of Missouri, rank­ 
ing Republican on the judiciary 
committee, also construed the rules 
to mean that a vote could be had 
on resubmission and also on beer.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dee. 30.— 
What is regarded as the finest pri­ 
vate collection of North American 
birds, nests and eggs has been giv­ 
en to the Museum of Comparative 
Zoology at Harvard University by 
John Ehpt Thayer of Lancaster, 
owner and collector and graduate 
of the class of 1885. 
The collection, numberiiu? about 
30,000 skins and many thousands 
of sets of nests and eggs, includes 
almost all of the rarest North Amer­ 
ican birds and their eggs. 
Thayer has conducted many care­ 
fully planned expeditions into Alas­ 
ka, Northeastern Siberia, the Queen 
Charlotte Island, Lower California 
and Northern Mexico in securing 
these rate specimens. 
The bird skins in the collection 
are beautifully prepared 
by 
the 
most expert taxidermists. 
One of 
the remarkable examples is an adult 
male Labrador duck, a species ex­ 
tinct for 60 to 75 years. 
The collection recalls the fact that 
the United States once had parrots 
living within its borders with four 
specimens of the excessively rare 
western race of the Carolina para­ 
keet and a species of parrot, from 
Oklahoma, among the collection.

BERLIN, Dec. 30.—“With the aid 
of science and culture modern men 
live twice as long as their ancestors 
of 2,000 years ago.“ This startling 
assertion is contained in the lat­ 
est official statistics on the average 
life of man 
based cm thorough 
scientific studies. 
According to figures compiled by 
German statisticians, the average 
age of the population of civilized 
countries increased by 22 years, from 
35 years in 1870 to 57 years in 1925. 
The researchers disproved con­ 
tentions so often uttered that the 
strain of modern life is wrecking 
the human organism prematurely. 
There certainly were no social en­ 
tertainments lasting all night, no 
rush hours on subways or in traffic 
and no automobiles boring men in 
the good old ages. Yet scientists ex­ 
ploring ancient Roman graves and 
other relics from the feat few cen­ 
turies before Christ have ascertain­ 
ed that the overwhelming majority 
of people of those times died be­ 
tween ages of 20 and 30. 
Investigations of primitive races 
in all parts of the world revealed 
that their average life is also con­ 
siderably lower than that of the cul­ 
tivated nations
